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Liabilities of Railways as Carriers of Pas- 
sengers. 

The proposition that a railroad company is 
bound to carry every passenger who presents him- 
self, is perhaps somewhat too large. Although there 
are some cases which go to the length of affirm- 
ing this proposition, it must be taken with excep- 
tions. There may be reasonable objections to the 
proposed passenger. He must be in a fit state of 
sobriety; health, and conduct, so as not to be ob- 
noxious to other passengers. But although the 
company is not bound to carry a person who is 
deseased to an extent to be dangerous, or who 
is drunk or insane, or persons of notoriously bad 
repute or character, they cannot expel him, after 
having received his fare and admitted him as a 
passenger, unless he is guilty during the journey 
of some flagrant impropriety of conduct. (Comp- 
ton vs, Braithwaite, 8 Jur., 875, Pendergast vs. 
Compton 8 C. and P. 45.) In like manner, if the 
passenger was a pickpocket, or belonged to the 
swell mob, he could not be expelled so long as he 
Was not guilty of any impropriety after the jour- 
ney commenced, but a passenger is bound to sub- 
mit to all reasonable regulations, which are adopt- 
ed for the convenience, comfort and safety of the 
passeogers. And as passengers are bound to obey 








the orders and regulations of the company, unless 
they are oppressive or grossly unreasonable, who- 
ever goes on board a train, under ordinary cir- 
cumstanece, impliedly contracts to obey such re- 
gulations, and may justly be refused a passage, if 
he wilfully resists or violates them. (Story on 
Bailments 4 591.) 

The refusal may be upon the ground of inability 
to carry. 

But Chief Justice Redfield remarks that it must 
be an extreme case, to justify an absolute refusal 
to carry a passenger, since it could scarcely be 
supposed ever to occur that a railway, in any 
sense properly equipped, for the purpose of carry- 
ing passengers and freight, should not be able to 
meet all emergencies in some way. 

But it said in an English case, where the com- 
pany had issued an excnrsion ticket, stipulating 
to run trains in a given mode, that they could not 
excuse themselves by showing the carriages were 
all filled. The learned judge said, ‘“ They should 
have made it a condition of their contract that 
they would not carry unless there was room.” (8 
Eng. L. and Eq. R. 862. 


CARRIAGES AND STATIONS MUST BE SAFE. 

Railway companies, in addition to warranting 
their carriages being in a safe and fit condition 
for the journey, are also liable for the conse- 
quence of permitting the road-bed or rails and 
ties to be in an unsafe condition for the purpose 
of travel, thus where a tie was broken, or a rail 
split, or a bridge broke down and a passenger was 
injured, the judge will leave it to the jury to say 
whether the tie or rail or bridge had been laid or 
constructed and maintained witb sufficient skill 
and care, and of reasonable proper strength and 
good timber, having regard to the purposes for 
which it was made. 

They must also manage and light their several 
stations and depots with proper care, and are 
liable if any accident happen to a passenger from 
neglect of this duty. But in order to make them 
liable, it must be shown that they have left their 
premises in such a state as to be likely to en- 
danger the safety of others. (Martin vs. Great 
Northern R. R. Co., and see 27 Law of C. P., 89.) 


GOVERNMENT OF STATIONS. 
The company has full power to regulate the 


government of their stations and grounds, and may 

exclude therefrom persons who persist in violating 

the regulations prescribed for their conduct, and 

thereby annoy passengers or interrupt the offi- 

cers and servants of the company in the discharge 
of their duties. Thus, where the entrance of hotel 
runners into a railway station, to solicit the 
patronage of passengers, produces. such an effect, 
they may be excluded from coming within the 
station; and if, after notice of a regulation to that 
effect, they attempt to violate it, and after:notice 
to leave, refuse to do so, they may be forcibly ex- 
pelled by the servants of the company, using no 
unnecessary force. Buta superintendent cannot 
remove a person from the station and grounds of 
the company, merely because such person, in the 
judgment of the superintendent, and without proof 
of the fact, violated the regulations of the ‘com- 
pany or conducted himself offensively towards the 
superintendent. (Hall vs. Power 12 Met., 482.) 

In The Commonwealth vs, Power 7 Met., 596, 
Justice Shaw says: “the opening of depots and 
platforms for the sale of tickets, for the,assemb- 
ling of persons going to take passage, or landing 
from the cars, amounts, in law, to a license-to all 
persons prima facie, to enter the depot; and that 
such entry is not a trespass; but itis.a license 
conditional, subject to reasonable and useful regu- 
lations, and, on non-compliance with such regula- 
tions, the license is revocable, and may be revoked 
either as to an individual or as to a class of indi- 
viduals, by actual or’ constructive notice to that 
effect,” 

In the former case, it was said that if a person 
is removed for an alleged violation of the regula- 
tions of the company, and it is finally shown that 
he did not in fact violate any of such regulations, 
he may recover damages of the person. removing 
him, or by whose order he was removed, notwith- 
standing such person acted in good faith, And 
in such case, it is not competent to show that the 
plaintiff had been guilty of former violations of 
other regulations of the company. 

LIABILITY FOR DELAYS IN STARTING OR ARRIVAL 
OF TRAINS. 

It is a well known rule that a common carrier 
is liable for any delay in the transportation of 
merchandise ; and by analogy, it would seem that 





railways should be lieble for not delivering pass- 
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engers within the stipulated time. Where time 
tables and advertisements are issued by compa- 
nies stating that a train will start at a particular 
time, they thereby place themselves under a con- 
tract to start such traia, and carry all persons 
who present themselves as passengers; and if 
they omit to run the train, and a person who in- 
tended to be a passenger thereby proceeds to the 
station for that purpose, and tenders his fare, and 
incurs inconvenience or other extra expense in 
getting to his destination, they are responsible to 
him for a breach of their contract. And if such 
time tables or advertisements be issued and con- 
tinued by the company, knowing that the train 
will not start, this is a false representation on 
their part, for which they are liable to the party 
deceived, (Denton vs. Great Northern Railroad 
Company, 5 E. & B., 86.) And where a railway 
train was hired for an excursion by a society, and 
the tickets were soldand distributed by the society’s 
secretary, from whom the plaintiff purchased his, 
it was held that these facts constituted the plain- 
tiff a passenger. (5 Exch., 789.) 

In the case of Hamlin vs. Great Northern Rail- 
way, 88 Eng. L. & Eq., 335, the plaintiff took 
passage in a train, which was advertised to go 
through the same night to the point of his desti- 
nation, by connecting with the trains of another 
company. It proved on arriving at the point of 
connection that the other train had left. The 
plaintiff was compelled to stay over night, and 
proceeded the next morning, having to purchase 
a new ticket forthe remainder of the route, and 
did not arrive till one o’clock the next day. When 
he took defendants’ train, he paid for and took a 
ticket through, and by the time tables advertised 
in defendants’ office, he should have arrived at his 
destination 9.30, P. M., having taken the train at 
2P.M. . 

The plaintiff might have accomplished his 
journey that night, by taking a special conveyance 
and hiring a boat to cross the Humber, but he 
slept at a hotel and proceeded the next morning 
by the public conveyance, but arrived too late to 
meet his customers according to appointment, and 
was obliged to hire conveyances to see some of 
them elsewhere, and was detained several days 
waiting for the market day to see others. It was 
held that he was only entitled to recover his hotel 
expenses and the railway fare the next day, and 
was not entitled to recover for any damage what- 
ever in consequence of not reaching his destina- 
tion, according to defendants’ undertaking. This 
case seems to have taken rather an extreme view 
of the rule of damages on this subject. The very 
least the defendants could have expected to pay 
for the breach of duty should have been, it would 
seem, the expense of a special conveyance through 
that night. The rule here adopted seems to be 
almost equivalent to a denial of all beneficial re- 
dress in such cases, For it is scarcely to be sup- 
posed, that actions would ever be brought to re- 
cover such insignificant damages. It is quite 
supposable that one might suffer very serious loss 
in consequence of such a failure to arrive in time, 
and if an action is maintainable, it should not be 
made a terror by attaching to it a rule of dam. 
ages, which will render it as expensive to the 
plaintiff, as to the defendants, who are solely in 
fault. It seems also at variance with some former 
decisions in the English Courts. Martin, Baron, 





who tried the case at Nisi Prius, seems to have 
placed it upon the ground, that the defendants, 
having no knowledge of plaintiff’s business or its 
necessities, could not fairly be supposed to have 
undertaken to indemnify him against this loss. 
But the learned judge conceives the defendants 
may stand upon the terms of their contract. And 
if the plaintiff, instead of remaining over night. 
had gone forward the same night, as he might 
have done, and as by the contract he was entitled 
to do, the defendants would have been liable for 
the additional expenses. This may perhaps, be 
the more just and practicable rule, in cases where 
the party had ample time to proceed by express, 
in seasun for his appointments. But if, instead 
of doing so, he delays for the next train, and 
thereby suffers damage beyond what would have 
been necessary to defray the expense of going 
forward according to the contract, we see no 
reason why the company should not, at all events, 
bear that portion of the loss, which was necessa- 
tily incurred, in consequence of their breach of 
contract. (See Redfield on Railways, 343 note.) 


We are not aware that railway companies have 
been, in this country, subjected to many suits of 
this character, but in England such suits are not 
uncommon. It is, however, entirely competent 
for the company to make a special contract by a 
proper notice that the company will not be re- 
sponsible for the due arrival of trains. But the 
rule remains that a passenger is entitled to be 
carried from the usual place of takivg up to the 
usual place of setting down, and the carrier can- 
not at any intermediate place, refuse to proceed, 
the undertaking to carry to the journey’s end 
being absolute. (Dudley vs. Smith, 1 Campb., 
167.) The company is bound to convey with 
reasonable expedition, and if its course of busi- 
ness is inconsistent with that, it is no answer to 
an action against it for damages arising from 
delay, that it carried at the ordinary rate in which 
it conducted its business. (Blakemore vs, Lanca- 
shire and Yorks Railway Company, 1 Fost. & 
Fin., 76.) 

The most important case in this state is Weed 
vs. The Panama Railroad Company, (17 N. Y., 
862.) In that case, it was proved that in August, 
1854, the plaintiffs, (a husband and wife,) were 
passengers on a train of cars of the defendant 
from Obispo to Aspinwall, about thirty miles dis- 
tant. The train proceeded about seven miles on 
the route to a place called the Barbacoas Switch 
where it was detained during a night, and did not 
reach Aspinwall until the afternoon of the day 
following. There were about four hundred pass- 
engers on the train, who remained in the cars 
during the night from inability to procure other 
accommodations, The weather was stormy, and 
the wife was taken sick in the night and expe- 
rienced great suffering ; and evidence was given 
tending to prove that in consequence of the de- 
tention, her health was greatly and permanently 
injured, The ground of the defence was that the 
detention of the train was the wilful act of the 
conductor, done without the authority or approval 
of the company. 

The Court held that this was no defence. 

The Court says: “ the obligation of the defend- 
aut was to carry the passenger to the place of 
destination with all reasonable diligence and dis- 
patch, but the conductor stopped the train on the 





route upreasonably, in known disregard of his 
duty ; the defendants did not send forward as it 
was their duty to do, providing another conduc. 
tor if that was necessary, and that was negligence 
of the defendants. It must be assumed in the 
absence of any finding or even proof to the con- 
trary, that it was practicable for the defendants 
to forward the train without injurious delay.”

Compared with the year 1868-'64, the gross 
earnings of 1864-65 show an increase of $1,216,- 
516 02; with an increase in operation expenses 
of $427,220 26—making the increase in net earn- 
ings $788,295 76. The increase in gross expendi- 
tures over the preceding year was $541,408 07. 

The Compar-y have retired and cancelled $16, 
500 of their Income Bonds during the year, and 
have the sum of $55,228 16 in the hands of the 
Trustee, principally invested in ‘United States se- 
curities, which will be more than sufficient to re- 
tire those now outstanding. . 

Referrirg to the previous report, it will be seen 
that this Company made a contract with the Mis-

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that atcount, leaving the sum of $383,750 to be

The Directors having provided sufficient land, 
and new equipment to meet the increased traffic, 
and paid for the same out of the earnings of the 
Road, and the Road and its equipment being in 
thorough repair, have deemed it due to their 
Stockholders to increase the semi-annual divi- 
dends, and accordingly declared a semi-annual 
dividend of 5 per cent., free of United States Gov-

Railroads of the State of New York. 

Wm. B. Taylor, State Engineer and Surveyor, 
submitted to the Legislature, March 24, 1865, the 
Annual Report on Railroads of the State of New

“The opening of the Southern ports to : 
proclamation is announced. We do not yet 
fully appreciate the importance of this measure. 
It will bring out of the South every surplus pound 
of eotton, rice, sugar and tobacco, in exchange 
for the necessaries of life, which we shall send it, 
and especially agricultural implements, railway 
equipments and furniture. We also look to a 
pretty active demand for negro labor based on 
wages, for the negroes are not coming north, for 
climatic reasons. And they are now every where 
warned by their northern friends, by Government 
agents and officers, and as we see by Chief Justice 
Chase at one of the great gatherings of these per- 
sons, that if they do not work they must starve. 
We think they will soon understand this generally 
and act accordingly, Wherever they have done 
so, as along the Southern coasts where they have 
been occupying land for their own account they 
have been doing well and accumulating money. 
They also are showing an eager disposition to 
learn to read and write, and after a time they may 
be qualified to enjoy the elective franchise. 

Between the Ist and 19th inst., 52 merchant 
vessels have cleared from this city for Southern 
ports, with valuable cargoes, and if the blockade 
runners could make money with their oceasionally 
successful trips, we do not see why our shippers 
may not with a legitimate trade. 

Foreign exchange has advanced,our exports hav- 
ing been light of late; and our canal receipts not 
yet being regular. As the crops every where 
are reported to be unprecedented in character, we 
shall have freights in abundance before the year 
is closed. 

Money is plentiful. Gold has advanced a trifle, 
but should it be attempted to put it up again, 
Mr. McCulloch has only to cancel a few millions 
of greenbaéks, and the operaiors will be foiled, 
and they ‘had better take this probability into 
their calculations. They have no more confeder- 
ate money to work with, no more disasters to help 
them, they must be carefal or they will be swept 
by the board.

East India Railways. 

Our readers must have been aware from what 
we have heretofore published on the subject, that 
the East India Railway system is one projected 











‘and being carried out on a magnificent seale, and 


is making the East Indies the most valuable of all 
the British possessions. A work has recently 
been published by Mr. James Graham of Glasgow, 
which gives the best and most intelligible account 
of tlfese railways, of any within our knowledge. 
The following is a synopsis of the entire system 
taken from his work. It is now twenty years 
since the first East India Railways were proposed, 
but only fourteen years since their construction 
was undertaken. The East India and Great In- 
dian Peninsula was projected in 1845, and com- 
menced in 1850 on the latter line between Bom. 
bay and Callian. In 1851 the Engineers of the 
Raneegunge Branch of the former broke ground, 
The works proceeded slowly until 1858, and the, 
reason for this was the impediments occasioned 
by Government supervision at home and in India 
over the lines in which it had given a guarantee, 
the natural difficulties of construction, the Sepoy 
mutiny and other causes. After 1858 the works 
proceeded more rapidly, and in 1864 there were 
2,86734 miles open to traffic, against 486 in 1859, 
The Government of India gave its support to 
two descriptions of lines, trunks and feeders, and 
this consisted of a qualified guarantee of interest 
upon capital and a direct annual subsidy, both 
for a certain term of years, The companies 
enjoying the guarantee are the East Indian, Great 
Indian, Madras, Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India, Scinde, Punjaub, Delhi, Eastern Bengal, 
Great Southern of India, Calcutta, South Eastern 
and the Indus flotilla. These.are all trunk lines, 
The companies subsidized are the Indian. Branch 
and the East Indian tramway, both of which sup- 





Ply feeders to the main lines,, 
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~ The principle on which the Government guar- 
‘antee is granted, for 99 years from date of the 
‘contract is rather involved, but is based on the 
amount of profit at which a line is worked. If the 
net profits do not exceed the amount of guaran- 
teed interest, the Government pays the iatter, 
debiting the company with the sum less the 
amount of net profits handed over, this balance 
being expected to be recovered from the company 
out of future profits. 

If the line earns more than the guaranteed in- 
terest, then the surplus is divided between the 
Government and the company, and the balance 
goes to the credit of the company for future 
emergencies. . 

When the whole amount of the paid guaranteed 
interest is liquidated by the company, then the 
whole amount of future profits go to the com- 
papy, and these are not intended ever to go Le- 
yond 10 per cent, and may be so restricted. If 
the company works its line at a loss, the Govern- 
mept deducts the net loss from the amount re- 
quired to pay the guaranteed rate, and the share- 
holders receive proportionably less dividend. If 
a company gets tired of its contract, on six 
months’ notice it may surrender its line to the 
Government if in good working order, which will 
repay all authorized sums expended subject to 
deduction of unsatisfied claims against revenue, 
which will of course include any outstanding bal- 
ance of dividends paid in advance and simple in- 
terest thereon. 

On the other hand, the Government may at any 
time within six months after 25 years from the 
date of the contract, or within six months after 
50 years from the same time become owners of 
the line. The price in either case will be the 
mean value of the stock or shares for three years, 
previous to the 25 or 50 years as the case may be. 

The Government also reserves the right in®tase 
of the failure of the guaranteed railway to raise 
the amount of authorized capital, to terminate 
the interest of the company refunding the capital 
left, after deducting for outstanding debts and 
Nabilities. 

At the expiration of 99 years from the date of 
each contract, if the line is neither bought by the 
Government or relinquished by the company, the 
line reverts to the former, but the rolling stock is 
paid for at a valuation. 

If the Government becomes a purchaser instead 
of paying the gross price, it may pay by annuity 
running to the end of the 99 years. 

These East India Railways are free from parlia- 
mentary expenses, get their right of way cheap, 
and are facilitated by banking facilities, but on 
the other hand are subject to the disadvantage of 
having home supervision, subjected to the cost of 
the sea transportation of materials from Europe, 
and the heavy expense of working with European 
employees in a hot climate. They have generally 
been constructed within the estimates. The traffic 
is increasing, but to prove entirely remunerative 
_ enough to reimburse the guarantees, double tracks 
will generally be required at the cost of from 10 
to 15,000 dollars per mile. 

‘On the lesser and lighter lines an annual sub- 
sidy has latterly been granted, equal to about 214 
per cent., for 20 years. 

Some parts of this financial system might possi- 
bly be well adopted in our new States which will 


require assistance in the construction of future 
lines,

Financial Condition of the State of Missouri. 

It is well understood that previous to the war 
the State of Missouri had before it a brilliant 
future with a single exception of the great draw- 
back—slavery. This kept the character of labor 
down, when free and intelligent labor was so 
necessary to develope its agricultural, mineral and 
commercial resources. The City of St. Louis 
most eligibly situated and commanding the river 
trade of the vast interior bade fair to become one 
of the very largest cities in the Union, for it con- 
centrated enterprise, capital and opportunity. On 
the outbreak of the rebellion Missouri was so 
fully appreciated as an important State, and the 
key of the great West, that the most desperate 
efforts were made to drag it into the Confederacy 
and hold it there. It has therefore until quite

lately been the scene of much bloodshed and 








violence, and the finances and business of the 
State have been thrown into complete disorder 
and confusion. The payment of interest on the 
public debt has therefore been suspended ever 
since 1861, and it has now become the duty of her 
people to repair their financial misfortunes, and 
upon this they have vigorously entered. A new 
constitution has been passed which contains the 
most stringent clauses in relation to the State 
debt, and it will doubtless be adopted. We deem 
the following provisions of this new constitution 
of such importance as to be put on record: 

Szc. 18. The credit of the State shall not be 
given or loaned in aid of any person, association 
or corporation; nor shall the State hereafter be- 
come a stockholder in any corporation or associa- 
tion, except for the purpose of securing loans 
heretofore extended to certain railroad corpora- 
tions by the State. 

Szc. 15. The General Assembly shall have no 
power, for any purpose whatever, to release the 
lien held by the State upon any railroad. 

Szc. 16. No property, real or personal, shall be 
exempt from taxation, except such*as may be 
exclusively for public schools, and such as may 
belong to the United States, to this State, to coun- 


ties, or to municipal corporations within this 
State. 


At the convention assembled to frame this con-’ 


stitution, ordinances were passed in relation to 
railroads, in the following words: 


Src. 1. There shall be levied and collected from 
the Pacific Railroad, the North Missouri Railroad 
Company, and the St. Louis and Iron Mountain 
Railroad Company, an annual tax of 10 per 
centum of all their gross receipts for the trans- 
portation of freight and passengers (not including 
amount received from, and taxes paid to the 
United States) from the 1st of October, 1866, to 
the 1st of October, 1868, and fifteen per centum 
thereafter, which tax shall be assessed and col- 
lected in the county of St. Louis, in the same 
manner as other taxes are assessed and collected, 
and shall be appropriated by the General Assem- 
bly to the payment of the principal and interest 
now due, or hereafter to become: due, upon the 
bonds of the State, and the bonds guaranteed by 
the State, issued to the aforesaid railroad compa- 
nies. 

Szc. 2. A like tax of fifteen per centum shall 
be assessed and collected from the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph Railroad Company, and from the Platte 
County Railroad Company, whenever default is 
made by said companies, or either of them, in the 
payment of the interest or principal of the bonds 
of the State, or the bonds guaranteed by the 
State, issued to said companies, respectively, which 
tax shall be assessed and colleeted in such manner 
as the General Assembly may by law direct, and 
shall be applied for the payment of principal and 
interest of said bonds as the same may become 
due and payable. 

Sec. 8. The tax in this ordinance specified shall 
be collected from each company hereinbefore 
named only for the payment of the principal and 
interest on the bonds, for the payment of which 
such company shall be liable, and whenever such 
bonds and interest shall have been fully paid, no 
further tax shall be collected from such company ; 
but nothing shall be received by the State in dis- 
charge of any amounts due upon said bonds ex- 
cept cash or other bonds or obligations of this 
State. 

Sxc. 4. Should either of said companies refuse 
or neglect to pay such tax, as herein required, 
and the interest or principal of any of said bonds 
or any part thereof remain due and unpaid, the 
General Assembly shall provide, by law, for the 
sale of the railroad and other property, and the 
franchises of the company that shall be thas in 
default, under the lien reserved to the State, and 
shall appropriate the proceeds of such sale to the 
payment of the amount remaining due and un- 
paid from said company. 
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Bzc..6. Whenever the State shall become the 
purchaser of any railroad or any other property 
or the franchises, sold as hereinbefore provided 
for, the General Assembly shall provide, by law, 
in what manner the same shall be sold, for the 
payment of the indebtedness of the railroad com- 
pany in default; but no railroad or other property 


or franchises purchased by the State shall be re- 


stored to any such company, until it shall have 
first paid in money, or in Missouri State Bonds, 
or in bonds guaranteed by this State, all interest 
due from said company; and all interest there- 
after accruing shall be paid semi-annually, in ad- 
vance; and no sale or other disposition of any 
such railroad or other property, or the franchises, 
shall be made without reserving a lien upon all 
the property and franchises thus sold or disposed 
of, for all sums remaining unpaid; and all pay- 
ments therefor shall be made in money, or in the 
bonds or other obligations of this State. 

It was also declared by the 6th section of the 
same ordinance that the 

“General Assembly shall provide, by law, for 
the payment of all State indebtedness not herein 
before provided for; and for this purpose a tax 
of one quarter of one per centum on real estate, 
and other property and effects subjected to taxa- 
tion, shall be assessed and collected, and sball be 
appropriated for the payment of all such indebt- 
edness that may have matured, and the surplus, 
if any, shall be set apart as a sinking fund for the 
payment of the obligations of the State that may 
hereafter become due, and for no other purpose 
whatever.” 

It will thus be perceived that with commend- 
able zeal, the people of Missouri have determined 
on thorough taxation to discharge their obliga- 
tions. Church property hitherto exempted to 
conciliate certain powerful religious interests, 
and worth $35,000,000 will now have to pay its 
share of taxes, and 20,500,000 acres of land be- 
longing to private owners have also hitherto 
escaped taxation. No doubt a vast portion of 
property has been thus left untouched, With 
regard to the plan proposed for obtaining revenue 
from the railways, we learn that the finance com- 
mittee recommend that the railroads of the State 
be allowed to increase their fare to five cents per 
mile, or 20 per cent., and be required to pay the 
State, a tax of 16 2-3 per cent. on the gross earn- 
ings, from all sources. The railway companies 
owe the State, for bonds loaned to them on a 
mortgage upon their roads, about $23,000,000, 
and some $5,000,000 of interest thereon. The 
proceeds of the proposed tax of one-sixth of 
their gross earnings are to be allowed and applied 
as payments on the debt due by the railroad com- 
panies to the State. This tax alone will soon 
yield a sufficient sum, it is believed by the finance 
committee, to meet the interest on the State debt. 
The unpaid interest on the bonds amounted to 
2516 per cent. on the first day of this month, 
This it is proposed to convert into principal, to 
bear the same rate of interest as the original 
bonds, Others of the States whose interest pay- 
ments have been suspended during the war will, 
in time, it is presumed be taking similar measures 
for the restoration of their credit.

24. Protects the interests of the people by im- 
posing upon stockholders individyal liability for 
the debts of corporations; and so insures @ more 
honest and faithful management of those institu- 
tions. : 

26. Secures an efficient system of common 
schools for the free education of the children of 
the State. 

26. Restores to the rank and file of the militia 
the privilege of choosing their own company and 
regimental officers. : 

27. Removes the injustice to the masses of the 
people, of enormous exemptions of property from 
taxation.
